You are hereby notified to meet at Grange Hall in said 
town, on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, at ten 
o'clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

First. To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk. 

Second. To choose by ballot and major vote three se 
lectmen, town treasurer, highway agent, one library trustee 
for one year, one library trustee for three years, and one 
cemetery trustee for three years. 

Third. ‘To choose by ballot one trust fund trustee for 
three years. 

Fourth. To choose all other necessary town officers for. 
the ensuing year. 

Fifth. To see if the town will vote to incur debt for 
temporary loans in anticipation of taxes for the year 1918. 

Sixth. To raise money to defray town charges for the 
ensuing year. 

Seventh. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise in addition to the amount required by law for the 
repairs of highways and appropriate the same.

To see what sum of money the district will vote 
to raise for the support and equipment of schools for the 
remainder of the fiscal year ending August 31, 1918.
